Tx>cal lumber dealers claim it is too 


early to make forecasts about the 
amount of building to be done in Ap- 
pleton this season, but all admit pros- 
pects look very favorable for a busy 
year. They base their predictions on 
thfc number of inquiries that are being 
made. 
With the reductions In the 


price of material they f>.«; that the 
cost of new residences and business 
blocks will come within the reach of 
those who have delayed building until 
the market got down to a firm basis. 


Retail dealers are selling building 


material either at a loss or close mar- 
pin. One dealer claimed if labor would 
come down in proportion to the cut in 
lumber he was satisfied the com in K 
year would bo unprecedented In the 
building line. Labor is one of the 
most important factors that enters into 
new buildings and until it adjusts its 
prices there is bound to be a certain 
amount of idleness. There is very lit 
tic lumber moving at present and it 
will be thirty or sixty days before the 
demand picks up. Owing to the fact 
that they have just paid their taxes 
people are not buying lumber now and 
retailers are not buying from whole- 
salers. This ia the prevailing condi- 
tion throughout the state, according 
to lumber salesmen who visit Apple- 
ton. 
Early in the winter farmers were 


planning on doing a great deal of 
building the coming season, but the 
heavy losses suffered by them in the 
reduction in the price of. grain and 
farm produce generally have caused 
them to change their mind.
